REPORT OF THE ARJUTANT-GENERAL 


Jackson, Miss., December 31, 1895. 


"To His Excellency John M. Stone, Governor of Mississippi and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Mississippi National Guard: 


Sra —I have the honor herewith to submit for your inspec- 
tion, this, my biennial report as Adjutant-General of the . 
‘State of Mississippi for the years 1894-5, together with a 
list of ‘the several military organizations which compose the 
Mississippi National Guard, and a roster of the officers 
of the General, Staff, Field and Line, of the same, as 
also a roster of the officers which have been appointed by 
you to command the “Reserve Militia” of the State: 

This is the fifth biennial report which 1 have had the honor 
to make since my induction to the office of Adjutant-General. 
Two of these reports were 'made to Governor Lowry and 
three have been made to you. The needs of the National 
‘Guard remain about the same as ‘heretofore, the Legislature 
having made no provision by appropriation whatever for the 
efficient support and maintenance of the.Guard. The ses- 
sion of 1894 passed the following bill, entitled : 

“An Act making an appropriation for the support and 
maintenance of The Mississippi National Guard. DA 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That the sum of $3,600 be and the same is here- 
by appropriated for the year 1894, and the sum of $3;600 for 
1895, out of any money in ihe treasury not otherwise ap-. 
propriated, or so much thereof as may be necessary for the 
support and maintenance of the Mississippi National Guard, 
provided that no part of the money hereby appropriated 
shall be drawn ont of the treasury except when the Guard 
is called into actual service by the Governor to prevent and- 
suppress violation ef the law. 

Sec. 2. That the auditor shall issue his warrant or warrants 
for such sum or sums as may be called for by the Governor 
. by reguisition, who is hereby charged with the expendi- 
ture of such furid, or such part thereof, as in his discre- 
tion may be necessary' to carry out the provisions of the 
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constitution, and of chapter 91 of the Annotated Code of 
1892, a full detailed report of such expenditure to be made 
to the Legislature. 

Sec. 3. That this act take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.” 

Tt will be observed that no part of this appropriation can 
be used by the National Guard, except '' when the Guard is 
called into actual service to suppress violation ot law.” This 
appropriation is not what it claims to be; it does not provide 
for the efficient support and maintenance of the Guard, but 
for afund to be used in transporting them from one point in 
ihe State to another, and for subsisting them when under or- 
ders from the Governor; it only provides a fund with which 
they may be used by the Chief Executive. It in no way 
keeps up the organization; it does not provide one cent for 
their support. It does not provide for their armory rent. 
It does not provide a dollar for encampment purposes, and ` 
in short is not: what it claims to be; it is only an emergency 
fund from which the Governor can draw when the State'a 
honor and laws are sought'to be set aside. — 

The National Guard of Mississippi, without recognition 
from the State Legislature, without money, except that gen- 
erously contributed by its own members, has been kept up 
for the past ten years, and has on several occasions. saved 
the State from disgraceful blots upon the pages of her his- 
tory as well as the lives and property of her citizens, which 
but for their great promptness and praiseworthy zeal 
might have been destroyed: 

A prominent writer on military matters has said ; 

“The National Guard of today is the great training school 
for the patriots of the future, and it is upon this the 
country must depend for the spirit which prompts all 
heroism and all national feeling, and it is upon this that we. 
must rely to keep alive the veneration and reverenee for 
the national flag." l 

It-will be found that this spirit and reverence pervades 
the Guard of Mississippi. In its ranks are found some of 
the best, most patriotic and intelligent class of our citizens. 
In short, the honor of the State, so far as they are con- '' 
cerned, is in the hands of men not only willing, but able to 
. defend it from disgrace and the aspersions of enemies to 
` the welfare of our commonwealth. | 

The necessity of keeping up the organization of the Na- 
tional Guard is not, I presume, questioned. Ths National 
Government believes it'is & necessity, or they would not 
yearly appropriate large amounts for arms, equipments, etc., 
for their use. The railroads operating in the State feel its 
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necessity, or they would not have given them free iranspor- 


tation to and from their annual encampment, held at Colum- 
bus in July of the present year. They did this because of 
the fact that the State made no provision for holding en- 
campments, but they will not continue this courtesy, as they 
feel they are entitled to protection by the State, as they pay 
taxes for that portection. T 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the National Guard is generally good ; 
there have been some insubordination and indiscretion among 
ihe officers and men, but nothing serious. Not having the 
funds to bear the expense, no coürt-martials have been had 
ina number of eases which should have been taken up. 
There would be very few violations of military rules if the 
offenders knew they would be subjected to a trial for these 
small offenses. The Guard would be materially benefited 
by an established court-martial, with power to act and with 
fünds to pay the expenses incident to thé holding of the 
same. E? 

THE. ENCAMPMENT AT MERIDIAN IN 1894, 


It should be known and und erstood by the Legislature that 
it is necessary to hold annual encampments of the National 
Guard of the several States of the Union. The National 
Government expects each State to provide for these encamp- 
ments, thus supplementing their endeavor to keep up the 
organization. As the State made no provision for the hold- 
ing of encampments, the generous and hospitable people of 
Meridian offered to subsist the Guard if the encampment 
would be held there. This offer was accepted, the members 
of the Guard individually paying their transportation from 
their respective stations to that point and return, and bear- 
ing such other expense as was not provided by the offer of 
the city of Meridian. 

This encampment was held under strict military discipline. 
It was named," Camp Stephen D. Lee,” in honor of Mis- 
sissippi's distinguished and.honored citizen, the President of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College, who was a prom- 
inent leader in the memorable struggle for Southern inde. 
pendence trom1861 to 1865. This encampment, while not 
so largely attended as it would have been if the State 
had made provision for it, was productive of great good 
and was of material benefit to the National Guard. Gen. 

Lee was invited to address the Guard on the fifth day of 
` ihe encampment, and among other things said : 

“The experience of our frighttul civil war, and of the 
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horrible days of reconstruction which followed, prepared me 
to be forever the friend of the National Guard, that guard 
which is to the State what trial by jury is to the individual 
—the only effective bulwark of liberty. * * * . Unless 
the troops of Mississippi serve her in drills; encampments 
and such training, they can never serve her efficiently in 
marches and battles, and in quelling spasmodic disorders 
and anarchy such as we have seen too offen of late years. * 
* * Can these things be dealt with "by a political sheriff 
and a medieval posse? Justice bears the sword as well 
as the scales. At the last analysis, the only thing that 
makes government respectable is the musket of the soldier.” 

These quotations are made to show the views of a distin- 
guished soldier as to the necessity of a military force which 
can be called into service by the Governor whenever the 
peace and dignity of the State is threatened. 

On account of the expense to the men, the encampment 
was only held seven days. United States Army officers— 
Capt. R. R. Stevens and Lieuts.W. G. Elliott and F, G. Law- 
ton—were detailed by the. War Department as instructors 
and inspectors, and did their duty well and satisfactorily to. 
every member of the Guard. 


THE ENCAMPMENT AT COLUMBUS, JULY 17 TO 29, 1895. 


The sixth annual encampment of the Mississippi N ational 
Guard was held at Columbus on the above date, Maj.-Gen. J. 
S. Billups in command, with United States Army Officers— 
Capt. H. K. Bailey and Lieut. W. G. Elliott detailed by 
President Cleveland as inspectors and instructors. At the 
opening of the encampment Gen. Billups issued the follow- 
ing General Order: 


COMMANDING M. N. G., 
Camp Joun M. Stone; Columbus, Miss., July 17, 1895. 


GENERAL ORDERS No. 2. 


I. Pursuant to the provisions of General Orders No. 118 
and 119, current series , Adjutant-General’s Office, assembling . 
the National, Guard of the State in camp in this city for in- 
struction, the undersigned hereby assumes ‘command of the 
camp. 

II. The camp will be known as camp J ohn:M. Stone.” 

III. Capt. H. K. Bailey, U. S. Army inspector, is assign- 
ed to duty on the staff of the’ Major-General commanding, 
aš Executive Officer of the camp, with rank of Colonel. In 
that capacity he will have immediate charge of the enforce- 
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ment of camp regulations and of the programme of. mi 
tion. ` 

IV. The regular routine of camp duty will go into effect 
with the arrival of the first troops upon the ground ; the 
service calls of the same being as follows : 

* Reveille, 5:30 A. M 
Assembly, 5:45 A. M. 
Fatigue Call, 6 A. M. 
Sick Call, 6:15 A. M. 
Breakfast, Ist call, 6:25. Assembly, 6:30 A. M 
Company Drill, 1st call, 7:20 A. M. Assembly, T: :30 A.M. 
Recall, 9:00 a. M. : 
Guard Mount, 1st call, 9:80. Assembly, 9:45. 

First Sergeant’s call, 11:30 a. x. 

Dinner, 1st call, 12:20. Assembly, 12:30. 

Battalion drill, 1st call 4.80; assembly 4.45 p. m. 

Recail, 5.45 p. m. 

Retreat Dress parade, lst call 6.00; assembly 6.15 p. m. 

Review of State troops by Adj utant. General Henry. 

Supper, 1st call, 6:55; sasembly 7.00 p. m. 

Tattoo, 9.30 p. m. 

Taps, 10.00 p. m. 

VI. Regiments and independent battalions will provide 
their own guards and.futigue parties. The commaders of 
ihese organizations giving their personal attention to the 
formation of these at the hour designated. The guards 
being formed, will at once be reported to the Field Officer 


of the Day, who will have general charge of the same, under . 


the Major General commanding, or other officer designated 
from camp headquarters. 
VII. Regimental and independent battalion commanders 


are charged with the discipline in their respective com-' 


mande, They will establish such rules as they may deem 
proper; regulating the granting of pásses and other indul- 
gences of that nature. In none but exceptional cases, how- 
ever, will permission to be absent from duty be given to 
either officers or men, and daily reports of all such will be 
forwarded to camp headquarters for the inspection of the 
camp commander. 

VIII. The course of instruction will include both theo- 
i a and practical work, and will conform to the following 
. plan: 
TuronETICAL—- The officers will be assembled daily, at an 
' hour and place to be designated, for ínstruction, by lecture 
or otherwise, in the elementary principles of the art of war, 
including administration, customs of the service, courts mar- 
tial methods, ete. The non-commissioned officers will also 
be assembled daily, by. Sonet at an hour to be designa 
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ted tor recitation in the U. S. Army drill regulations, and 
for the discussion of such other matters relating to their 
duties as may suggest themselves during the progress of the 
camp. These recitations will.be held by the commanders 
of companies, assisted by the irsubalterns, and will be under 
the general charge of the appropriate field . officers. e 

PnRAoTICAL— Practical instruction will cover progressively 
the school of the soldier, company. and battalion, in both 
closed and extended order. .The morning hour for drill 
will be devoted to exercises in squads and company forma- 
tion; the afternoon to battalion drill. To insure thorough 
prosecution of this work regimental and battalion com- 
manders will direct, in person, all practical exercises within 
their commands; giving directions whenever necessary, and: 
providing in every case for competent instruction of the 
troops on drill. 

IX. This encampment is, for many reasons, one of unus- 
ual importance and interest to the National Guard. That it 
may result in the greatest possible good, not only from mili- 
tary instruction received, but by arousing the interest and 
confidence of the people at large, the Major General com- 
manding enjoins upon all, without distinction of rank, a 
cheerful obedience to all camp regulations and other orders, 
and the performance of all duties in a conscientious and sol- 
dierly manner. By command of 

MAJOR GzNEBAL J. S. BILLUPS, 
By H. M. WADDELL, Commanding. 
Colonel and A. A. G. ” 


This encampment was a success in every particular, and 
was the largest ever held in the State since the war. Strict 
military discipline was had in the start and was enforced 
during the ten days for which it was ordered. The camp 
was named “Camp John M. Stone" in honor of Mississippi's 
Chief Executive and Commander-in-Chief of the Mississippi 
National Guard, who was present on the day set aside for his 
review. - e 

The citizens of Columbus exerted themselves in every way: 
to make this encampment a success. They furnished the sub- 
sistence for the men, of good and wholesome food, far better 
than is furnished to the Regular Army; the railroads all 
over the State gave free transportation to the troops for 
themselves and for camp outfit, cannon, etc. They recog- 
nized the National Guard as the one force to which they 
would have to look for assistance in case of trouble to them. 
Although they pay the State large taxes for the protection 
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of their propetty, they saw that the National Guard could 
not exist unless help was afforded them, and they did all in 
their power to aid us, which is most highly. appreciated. 

The Mississippi N ational Guard stand ready at all times to 
show to the railroads of the State their appreciation ot their 
kindly action. The U. S. officers in attendance say: “The 
personnel of the offieers was exceptionally good; many of 
them are college graduates' and professional men of high 
standing in their respective communities. They all took a 
most keen interest in everything pertaining to their duties; 
were eager to obtain information and profit by it. Among 
them was a fair number of veterans of the late war, The 
enlisted men are a fine looking body of men—young, active, 
good height, fairly well. developed and unusually intelli- 
gent.” 

I append, that the Legislature may know about what it 
costs to use the National Guard in case of emergency and 
trouble, an estimate of tke expense to which the State would 
be liable should the Governor call out 100 men of the Mis- 
, Sissippi National Guard to travel 100 miles to suppress any 
riotous assemblage :

This estímate, it will be seen, is based upon the lowest 
rate of transportation ever granted to the State by any rail- 
road within its borders. The subsistence is placed as low 
as it would be possible to obtain it in case of emergency, 
and does rot provide for barracks or for transportation of 
tents and other camp outfit. 

The estimate of expense to the State in case it became 
necessary for the Governor to order out (500) Bee hundred 
men where the distance would be (200) two hundred miles, 
cue the time necessary to execute his order was (3) three 

ays. »

This estimate, like the one previously stated, is based only 
upon transportation, subsistence and pay of the men. 

The Guard was not called out to suppress violations of the 
law daring the years 1894 or 1895. Several times during 
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these years it has seemed that it would be. necessary to call 
them out, and I am very much of opinion but for their ex- 
istence and the fast that they were known to be ready to 
move at a moment's notice, an appalling state of affairs 
would have resulted, particularly in Meridian in 1894, where 
you repaired, and there remained during the seven days 
in which the peace of the State was threatened. I but voice 
the sentiments expressed by the railroad men, assembled 
there, as well as of the law-abiding citizens ot that city, that. 
by y$ur presence a most serious outbreak was averted. 
I had the honor of aceompanying you to Meridian, and 
know whereof I speak. 

In conclusion, I desire to say that the Mississippi 
National Guard is efficiently organized, under the command 
of experienced officers, is properly uniformed and equipped, 
and of sufficient numbers to obey any orders the Governor 
may have to issue. The Guard is in better condition than 
it has ever been, but, to keep up the organizátion, we must 
have recognition from the men who make the laws; we must 
have the support and maintenance to which we feel we are 
entitled by the constitution. We have virtually borne our 
own expenses for the past ten years, and it cannot reason- 
ably be presumed that we will continue to do so in the 
future. I cannot refrain. before closing, from commenting 
upon the general enthusiasm and zeal with which a majority 
of the officers and men have endeavored to do their duty. I 
want to thank each and all of them for the uniform courtesy 
which they have extended to me at.all times. 

More than all, I desire to express to you, sir, my grateful 
acknowledgement for your patient forbeárance, kindly ad- 
vice, and gentlemanly treatment which you have always ac- 
corded me, and in behalf ot the officers and men of the 
Mississippi National Gnard, I wish to say that in parting 
with you aš Commander-in-Chief they want you to know 
that you will always have their respect, their confidence and 
affection.

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COMMANDING MISSISSIPPI NATIONAL GUARD. 


COLUMBUS, Miss., Dec. 23, 1895. 


To His Excellency, Hon. John M. Stone, Governor, and Ex- 
Officio Commander-in-Chief Mississippi National Guard : 
SrR—At the close of the year, and in the evening ot your 

Excellency's most admirable official career as Chief Execu- 

tive, the Major General commanding the Mississippi Na- 

‘tional Guard desires to lay before your Excellency a brief 
report as to the condition, effectiveness and personnel of the 

volunteer Militia of the State, and to respectfully submit a 

few recommendations looking to the betterment of this 

splendid body of soldiery. Ke 

As he has only oceupied his present position a few months, 
this report must of necessity be brief, and of a cursory na- 
ture. The details and minute pertaining to the subject 
will doubtless be fully portrayed in-the report of your most 
excellent and competent Adjutant General. 

The numerical strength of the Mississippi National Guard 
is approximately 1,695 officers and privates, as follows: 
General staff, 15; Cavalry, 80; Artillery, 240; Infantry, 
1360. Of tbis number there were present at the Annual 
Encampment, July 17th to 27th, 1895, at Columbus, Miss., 
about 700 rank and file, or nearly 50 per cent. of the entire 
enrolled strength of the Guard. Considering that this was 
the first general encampment, participated in by every regi- 
ment and battalion (in part) within the State, the attendance 

was flattering, and only made possible by the generosity of 
the railroads and the good citizens of Columbus, and the in- 
defatigable efforts of Adjutant General Henry. 

The personnel of both officers and men was excellent. The 
discipline in the beginning was poor, but improved daily. 
The movements by companies, in the main, was fine, but Bat- 
talion formations and evolutions evinced want of practice 
in many points. - Both the officers and men showed not only 
a willingness but eagerness to receive instruction, and the 
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intelligence and improvement was gratifying in the extreme- 

The condition of arms and accoutrements was disappoint- 
ing, but taking into consideration all the circumstances, such 
as want ot armories and necessary experience in taking 
care of these “articles, was not inexcusable. A more rigid 
supervision should be had by commanding officers of the 
care and preservation of this class of property. 

The Major General commanding is impressed by the fact 
that no Southern State has a finer body of citizen soldiery, 
in the abstract, but it is painfully evident that the integrity 
of this little army is wholly dependent upon the action of 
our next Legislature, whether or not they see fit to perpetu- 


ate it, or permit it to languish and ultimately cease to exist. | 


For years the Mississippi National Guard has struggled 
along, paying its own expenses, living in the hope of some 
substantial recognition from the great State of Mississippi. 
Its patience is waning and its strongest workers are grow- 
ing weary of the want of appreciation evinced by our past 
Legislatures. 

Ready as this splendid body of men has always been to 
respond to the call of the Chief Executive, to go into places 
of danger, to endure privations, in order to uphold the 
majesty ot the law; as useful as it has proven in many in- 
stances, in various sections of our State, thickly settled by 
an irresponsible and often turbulent population, as a con- 
servator of the peace, yet when it comes to the Capitol 
asking, not quantities of money to be expended in idle 
show or useless extravagances, but a sum barely sufficient to 
meet the expenses of a camp of instruction, this scant pit- 
tance has been refused them. 

The Major General would most respecttully suggest the 
following as eminently essential to the future welfare of the 
Mississippi National Guard, and begs that your Excellency 
will lay the same before your successor, and see that the in- 
coming Senate and House of Representatives are acquainted 
with these facts : : 

. lst. An annual appropriation sufficient to'defray the neces- 
sary expenses of a camp of instruction, at some central 
point to be hereafter selected, and the per diem pay of the 
troops; to pay salary and expenses of an Inspector General, 
and the salary and expenses of the Adjutaut General, the 
Inspector General to visit each command in the State at 
least twice each year, to see that a standard of efficiency is 
maintained and & proper care taken ot all Government and 
State property. A i 

2nd; That ‘competent army officérs be detailed by the 
War Department for the purpose of thoroughly and prac- 
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tically instructing the Mississippi National Guard in the art 
of war in all its details. A 

8rd. That a suitable military map of the. State be pro- 
vided, showing the location of each command, and the 
available routes by which the whole Guard could be mobil- 
ized in the shortest possible time, copies of same to be in 
the hands of the Adjutant, General, the Major General, all 
Colonel of regiments and ‘commanders of detached battalions 
and troops. 

4th. That armories shall be provided by eacb county hav- 
ing a company or companies within itš confines; for the 
storage and care of arms, accoutrements, and the drilling of 
troops in the manual. S 

In the brief period vouchsafed the Major General for the 
investigation and study of ihe welfare of the Mississippi 
National Guard, he fears this report is immature, but he 
- deems it vitally important to the life and usefulness of the 
citizen soldiery-of this grand commonwealth that material 
and substantial aid be givenby our Legislators, otherwise its 
decadence is only a question of time, and Mississippi will 
go on record as not having sufficient State pride to main- 
tain its National Guard, one of the few states in this great 
Union dead to progress and self-protection.

REPORT OF LIEUT. COL. B. A. VAUGHAN, 


Assistant Surgeon Generul on the Staff of the Major General. 


Camp Jno. M. STONE, 
; MISSISSIPPI NATIONAL GUARD, 
A CoruMBus, Miss., July 27, 1895. 


Maj. Gen. J. S. Billups, Mississippi National Guard: 


I have the honor to report that the Medical Department 
of the Mississippi National Guard was reasonably efficient 
during the ten days of camp for instruction, especially in 
so far as was necessary to give to such few officers and men 
‘as needed medical attention; this was in most instances ren- 
dered by the regimental, battalion and company surgeons. 
I am pleased to report that only one 'case of illnegs was so 
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severe that it was deemed prudent to return to his home. 
This was Capt. Coffey of Maj. Pepper's battalion. 

Appreciating that the National Guard of the State were 
in eaurp for instruction, I was anxious ‘that the Medical De- 
partment should keep pace with the field and line in in- 
struction, and that I might serve this purpose as best I may, 
I went into camp with the Guard on the first day of the en- 
campment and remained the ten days.: ~ 

While satisfactory organization of the department was not 
accomplished, yet -I trust much was done in the way of 
bringing about that result for future encampments. - 

Regimental and company officers I think more fully ap- 
preciate that “ sick call" amounts to little from the stand- 
point of discipline and instruction, unless the regular 
* orderly book" is used and the surgeon make próper en- 
tries therein. I found none of the companies supplied with 
“orderly books.” ' 

Company BEARERS.—I was quite anxious to i impress upon" 
the different commands the necessity to comply with the 
U. S. army regulations, in designating these four men for 
each company, that I might instruct them in their duties, as 
well as how much they could do with an officer’s sword as a 
splint for a broken leg : or a private's gun for the same purpose, until 
they could reach the ambulance corps or field hospital, as" 
well as how much ean be done wigh a few safety pins and the 
sleeve of coat, for broken or wounded arms, without that 
agony that a dangling limb gives on removal ‘from the field. 

Such instruction as I have indicated was much embarrassed 
by the reason of the absence of litters, stretchers and an ` 
organized litter and ambulance corps, but I feel that valuable 
progress is made. 

I beg leave to commend the patriotic zeal of the regi- 
mental, battalion and company surgeons, and by this report, 
thank them for efficient aid; and while the giving of their 
time and services to the State for the ten days of the en- 
campment is no more to be commended than is the “ rank 
and file” of the National Guard, yet I trust I may be par- 
doned if I suggest the State should not expect them to again 
purvey medical and other needed supplies at their own ex- 

ense. ` 
s Through the efforts of the General Commanding, Adjt. 
Gen. Henry, Capt. Bailey, U. S. Army, and all the officers 
and men of the National Guard, I am indebted for the par- 
tial success attained in putting in comparative efficiency the ' 
medical arm of service of the National Guard, which showed 
marked improvement at each encampment. -

The railroad 
companies furnished free transportation for troops and bag- 
gage, going ¡to and returning from the encampment, and 
landing troops on the camp grounds.- The camp was tactic- 
ally laid out, and located in a beautiful pine grove, óne mile

The State constitution provides for an annual 
appropriation for the support of the National Guard, but 
every effort to secure the same has failed.

The3-inch rifles were worn 
and bores honeycombed and rusty; carriages, caissons and 
limbers servicesble, but requiring painting. The condition 
of the 2 10-inch Rodman guns and 4 10-inch mortars is un- 
known, as they were not in camp. One Gatling gun, cal. 45, 
model 1877, and 1 cal. 45, model 1883, in hands of Light 
Battery “A,” attached to Second Regiment of Infantry, 
stationed at Columbus, showed evidence of most shameful 
abuse. They were rusty, dirty, and some parts missing, and 
could not have been put into immediate service. One 
Gatling gun, cal, 45, model 1888, and 2 3-inch rifles, in hands 
of Light Battery “A” of Vicksburg, attached to third Regi- 
ment of Infantry, were in good and servieable condition. 
Each battery is supplied with harness, but as it was not in 
camp its condition cannot be stated. Kerger “A” (Biloxi), 
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and “F” (Pass Christian), First Battalion Artillery, were 
numerically small, and remained in camp but a few days. 
Their arms and equipments were rusty, attributable, they 
claimed, to the salt air of their home stations, a state of 
affairs that could be prevented by care. The rifles of most 
of the companies were of recent pattern, model 1884, and 
were serviceable, but showed conelusively that their care 
and preservation was not part of the soldier's instruction. 
There were three unserviceable rifles in Company “ B,” and 
four in Company “K,” Second Battalion, Third Regiment. 
Companies’ “C” and * D," First Regiment, had rifles with 
the old buckhorn sight, and were not in a very serviceable 
condition. No arms in reserve.

When in active service the troops are supplied with the 
army ration, procured by purchase. During the encamp- 
ment the troops were fed by the citizens of Columbus. The 
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guantity and component parts of the rations conformed as 
nearly as possible with the army ration, and was issued 
daily, by the camp commissary, to each organization, ac-- 
cording to its strength as shown by its morning report. 
Bach organization had its own mess and the rations were 
prepared by colored servants This plan of preparing food 
would prevail in active service. ; 

24. Pay and allowances. SS 

The Adjutant-General, who receives $250 per annum, is. 
the only salaried officer in the National Guard. When in 
active service, the officers and enlisted men are allowed the 
same pay as officers and enlisted men of like grade receive 
in the army. Each mounted man receives, in addition, fifty 
cents a day for his horse. Fifty cents a day is allowed for 
each battery horse. Officers and men receive no pay while 
in camp of instruction.

(a) Weekly drills in the school of the soldier and com- 
pany in close order are held at home stations. No ex- 
teeded order drills have been held at home stations, but sev- 
eral companies were instructed in it at camp. Company and 
battalion drills, guard mounting, and dress parades, were 
held daily during the encampment. ‘The Adjutant-Genvral 
of the State reviewed and inspected the command on the 
19th, and His Excelleney, John M. Stone, Governor of the 
State, on the 22d. He was received with the prescribed 
honors. (b) Company drills fairly good; too much atten- 
tion paid to movements not prescribed in drill regula- 
tions. Battalion drills and ceremonies poor at first, but 
greatly improved at the close ot the encampment. (c) None. 
On the day before breaking camp the command was divided 
into two opposing forces and a sham battle fought. The 
contending forces were intelligently handled by their re- 
spective commanders. 

27. Personnel and discipline. , 

The personnel of the officers was exceptionally good; 
many of ihem are college graduates and professional men of 
high standing in their respective communities. They all took 
a most keen interest in everything pertaining to their duties, 
were eager to obtain information and profit by it. Among 
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-them was a fair number of veterans of the late war. The 
enlisted men are a fine looking body of men—young, active, 
good height, fairly well developed, and unusually intelli- 
gent. The discipline of the command was.not at first what 
it should have been, but marked improvement was noticea- 
ble towards the close of the encampment. Too little respect 
was paid by the enlisted men towards their officers, and in 
some companies the familiarity between officers and men 
was carried to excess. In the First Regiment the lines were 
more closely drawn, and, in consequence, the discipline of 
the regiment was greatly in advance of other organizations. 
There were very few cases of breaches of discipline requir- 
ing confinement, and only one requiring trial. 

28. Theoretical instruction. 

None of any consequence at home stations. The officers 
were assembled on three days and instructed in drill regu- 
lations and guard duty, administration, property accounta- 
bility and military law. 

29. Guard Duty—How performed? Officers and non- 
commissioned officers well instructed? Sentinels well in- 
structed? Any outpost duty? 

Each regiment and separate battalion furnished the guard 
for its own camp, consisting of an officer of (be day, an 

officer of the guard, the requisite number of non-commis- 
sioned officers, and such number of privates as were necessary 
to form a chain of sentinels around the entire camp. The 
duty was indifterently performed, many of the officers and 
men having had no previous expérience. All were anxious 
to learn, and received instruction with & soldierly spirit, and 
a very marked improvement was noticeable at the end of 
the encampment. m.

38. RecoMMENDATIONS.—It is thought advisable in the in- 
terest of the State and general government, tnat orders de- 
tailing officers for duty with State troops during their annual 
encampments, should direct them to proceed to the State 
capitol and report.in person to the Governor several days 
in advance of the time of the commencement of the en- 
campment, and thus be enabled to procure inforformation 
called for in the letter of instructions otherwise difficult to 
obtain, and to assist the Adjutant-Generalof the State in 


» preparing the necessary orders for the mobilization of the 


troops and government of the camp. 

All encampments should be held at points difficult of 
access by the general public, and where social and political : 
features cannot be introduced to interfere with the instruc- 
tion and discipline of the command. The State should ap- 
priate sufficient. money to defray all expenses attending the 
encampment of its troops, and pay both officers and men 
while on duty thereat; and thus be independent of any 
locality, and have a more secure hold upon the members of 
the command und require a more strict attention to and per- 
formance of their duties. Aw [M 

89. REMARKS.—The encampment was held in the midst of 
a political campaign in which many officers and men were 
personally interested. The two troops of cavalry and three 
companies of infantry went home bodily to attend the elec- 
tion, returning to camp the following day. 

In order that the citzens of Columbus, who had contribu- 
ted the money -for defraying the expenses of the encamp- 
ment, might have an opportunity to be reimbursed in some 
degree, attractions other than military were advertised to, 
and took place during the encampment, all of which inter- 
fered with the good order and instruction of the command. 
Exclosed herewith is a copy of the State laws relating to 
the “Militia and National Guard ;" also an extract copy of 
the farewell order of Major-General J. S. Billups, command- 
ing the camp, expressive of his appreciation of the assist- 
ance rendered by the representative of the general gov- 
ernment during the éncampment.

An Act to be entitled “An Act to provide an allowance for 
the expenses of the Mississippi National Guard, and to 
prescribe the conditions under which said allowance may 
be claimed.” 


Sgorion 1. Be it enacted by the E D of the State of 
Mississippi, That in commutation of the expenses which each 
active and uniformed company of the Mississippi National 
Guard, attached to a regiment now,or may hereatter be, or in 
providing drill-rooms and a safe place for keeping arms, am- 
munition, and defraying other necessary expenses of said or 
ganization, there shall be allowed and paid to the commanding 
officer of each such company, for its use, the sum of sixteen 
dollars and sixty-six and two third cents per month, payable 
quarterly in the manner hereaftér provided; no company shall 
be entitled to the benefits of this section unless it numbers 
at least forty uniformed and efficient officers and privates, 
and has such number of parades and drills, not less than one 
publie or private drill, in uniform, & month, at which not 
less than twenty rank and file attend, as the Governor may 
from time to time prescribe in general orders, and otherwise 
keep in such a state of efficiency as the Governor deems ne-' 
cessary io constitute an active and efficient military organ- 

-ization. Whenever any sueh attached company claims such 
allowance for any quarter, the commanding officer thereof 
shall make a statement under oath, that said company during 
the time for which said allowance is claimed, had the num- 
ber of parades and drills required in general orders, with the 
number of men prescribed, not less than twenty ; and during 
such period was an active and efficient military organization. 
Such affidavit may be taken before any officer authorized to 
administer oaths; and any officer wilfully making any false 
oath, for the purpose of obtaining such allowance, shall be 
guilty of perjury, and on conviction thereof, shall be im. ` 
prisoned in the penitentiary for not less than two nor more 
than five years. Such claims for such allowance, when 
fully verified, shall be forwarded to the commanding officer 
of the regiment or battalion to which such organization is 
attached, who shall forward it to the adjutant-general, with 
such recommendation as may be pertinent; and the adju- 
tant-general. shall likewise forward the same to the Gover- 
nor, witb such recommendations as he deems proper. The 
Governor, if satisfied that such claim is just, shall approve 
the same, and directthe Auditor to draw his warrant in 
favor of the commanding officer of such company, for the 
amount of such claim, to be paid by the Treasurer out of 
any. money in the Stato Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


Sro. 2. The adjutant-general may have the authority to 
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reserve one: :half of the amount due each- company quarterly,

Gen. Wm. Henry, Adjutant General Mississippi : 

Dear SIR—In compliance with your request, I have ex- 
amined the question stated in your letter. 

Section 8905; Code 1892, exempts all members of the Na- 
tional Guard from road duty. By'the. chapter on munici- 
-palities, all municipalities governed by that chapter consti- 
tute a road district, and street duty is the equivalent of road 
duty. Ithink that as to such municipalities there is very 
clearly an exemption from street duty. And I think also 
by proper and clear intendment in other municipalities the 
exemption exists.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MILITIA OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION OF-1890, 


Your Committee beg leave to make the following report: 

After properly considering the eight (8) sections which 
are embraced in Article nine (9) of the present Constitution, 
your committee can find no valid objection to the same, and 
recommend that they be transferred to the new or amended 
Constitution, and made part of the same. 8 

Article nine (9) above mentioned, contains all that should 
be set forth in the Constitution in regard to the enrollment, 
drill and discipline of the militia. But your committee, 
constrained by a sense of duty, beg leave to suggest the two 
(2) following additional sections, and ask that they may also 
be made a part of the new or amended Constitution : 

Seo. —.' That the Legislature is hereby directed to make 
an annual appropriation of not less than ($10,000) ten thou- 
sand dollars for the support of the Mississippi National 
Guard. , l 

Src. —. That.the Legislature shall empower the Boards 
of Supervisors of each county in the State to aid in support- 
ing a military company or companies of the Mississippi Na- 
tional Guard within its borders, under such regulations, 
limitations and restrictions as may be prescribed by law. 

The cireumstances by which-we are. now surrounded, the 
great disparity in some localities, between the two (2) races 
which occupy our territory, and occasional outbreaks be- 
tween them, which result in acts of violence and loss of life, 
and the occasional resistance made by both races to the en- 
forcement of the law through the courts of the country, ren-

respond to the call of the State. 


The Mississippi National Guard was established by an act . 


of the Legislature of 1888, and amended by an act of 1890. 
This organization is now in existence. We propose to 
limit its membera to one thousand privates (1,000), formed 
into companies and propérly officered, and to have these 
scattered at different points in different portions of the 
State, but ready at all times to respond to the Governor's 
call when it may be necessary to enforce the law, to suppress 
riots and unlawful assemblies, and to preserve peace and 
ood order. Similar organizations are formed in many 
States of the Union under acts of Congress passed at differ- 
ent times. Under the last act passed on this subject, 1st 
February, 1889, to aid such organizations, companies are 
furnished with arms, equipment, ammunition, camp utensils 
and a fatigue uniform. Under this act the Mississippi Na- 
tional Guard receives yearly $7,956.49. This sum, however, 
can only be expended for the above' purposes, and when 
these volunteers are called into the'State's service they must 
be paid be the State, if paid at all. E 
It is deemed essentially necessary for their discipline and 
efficiency that the Mississippi National Guard should be 
called out at least once in each year into camp:for at least 
one week or ten (10) days for discipline and drill, and per- 
fecting themselves in the duties of camp life. These, and 
other necessary expenses, among which are those of trans- 
_ portation and rations, can only be incurred and paid for by
